nature of the Almighty is re- 

vealed! Like a scroll of truth 
and mercy the great mind of God 
is unfolded in His Son. No longer 
need we stand in black night of 
speculation, for the Redeemer has 
expressed God’s purpose and plea- 
sure. 

“For the Son of man is come to 
seek and to save that which was 
lost” (Luke 19:10). Thus the di- 
vine purpose of Christ is redemp- 
tion. From the time of the mes- 
sage of the celestial being, “For 
unto you is born ... a Saviour, 
which is Christ the Lord” (Luke 
2:11), until He was finally nailed 
to the tree and uttered, “Into thy 
hands I commend my spirit” (Luke 
23:46), His mission was to redeem. 


For what purpose was His virgin 
birth? For what purpose His life? 
For what purpose His death when 
the sun hid its face and Calvary 
went into convulsion? For what 
purpose His sweat, His tears, His 
blood, His agony, His pain, His 
dying on the cursed tree, forsaken 
even by God? I answer, to redeem! 

Born of a virgin that He could 
be a spotless lamb, He became an 
offering for all. His life revealed 
God’s love to man. He died for 
every man. Every tear, every drop 
of blood, every sacrifice and every 
suffering were that man’s soul 
might be cleansed and redeemed. 
God’s purpose is to restore, re- 
claim, and bring man into the im- 
mediate presence of holy deity. 
Through His nailed-scarred hands, 
doors of mercy were opened that 
we might go “boldly unto the throne 
of grace, that we may obtain 
mercy, and find grace to help in 
time of need” (Hebrews 4:16). 
Thanks be unto God for redemp- 
tion! “For thou wast slain, and 
hast redeemed us to God... .” 
(Revelation 5:9). “In whom we 
have redemption ... according 
to the riches of his grace” (Ephe- 
sians 1:7). This is the purpose of 
God today, “not willing that any 
should perish, but that all should 
come to repentance” (2 Peter 3:9). 


g N CHRIST JESUS the true 


God delights in the man whose 
purpose is to win souls. Jesus came 
to teach an eleventh command- 
ment: “Thou shalt love thy neigh- 
bour as thyself. There is none other 


commandment greater...” (Mark 4 
12:31). God’s pleasure is that we 

have divine love for the sinner and 
try to lift him out of the horrible 
pit. Christ loved man! He forgave 
the publican, the woman at the well, 
the woman taken in adultery, and 
the man sick of palsy. He forgave 
all seeking Him; with a glance He 
forgave even Peter. In death He 
loved His enemies and prayed 
“Father, forgive them.” He was love 
personified. 

In these few years of my minis- 
try, never have I come to realize 
the need of divine love as I have 
recently. Love is the very founda- 
tion upon which redemption is 
built. Unless we have a measure 
of this same love that has lifted 
man, we will not have fruitful 
lives. The same love that poured 
forth the flowing river of grace 
must kindle in our hearts a pas- 
sion or love for our neighbors. If 
we do not have this burning pas- 
sion for souls, we are “as sounding 
brass, or a tinkling cymbal” (1 
Corinthians 13:1). We are to love 
the outcast, the alcoholic, the lewd 
and low, and to teach them God’s 
love. There is no greater way to 
prove God’s love than to love man. 

Divine love many times requires 
sacrifice, and that is perhaps the 
reason for lack of it today. The 
Lord spent nights in prayer, weeks 
in fasting, and finally gave His 
life on Golgotha. How much more 
do we as sinners saved by grace 
need to sacrifice if the Son of God 
had to do so. We need to pray 
without cessation, to fast often, 
and to sacrifice our lives to His 
purpose; this is our “reasonable 
service” (Romans 12:1). 

God delights Himself in the man 
that loves men and goes forth 
weeping to win lost souls (Psalm 
126:6). The gospel seed that is 
planted by the hand of love will 
come forth bountifully. May our 
hearts burn with love for His cause, 
for His cause is the soul of man- 
kind. 

For divine love to propel us, we 
must first crucify our selfish na- 
ture and bring our will under sub- 
jection. Jesus prayed in fervent, 
agonizing prayer “not my will, but 
thine, be done” (Luke 22:42). Oft

Hyde Park, London, some years 
ago, was interrupted by a heckler. 
“We ain’t got anything agin Jesus 
of Nazareth,” the man _ holloed, 
“put we do have something agin 
you Christians, because you ain’t 
up to the sample.” It is easier to 
criticize the heckler’s grammar 
than his logic. Certainly the church 
has a long way to go before its 
character can correspond with that 
of Jesus Christ. 

Often this circumstance creates 
disillusionment in the minds of new 
Christians. A Jewish girl who had 
recently embraced the gospel of 
Jesus was troubled exceedingly by 
the discrepancy she discerned be- 
tween the lives of professing Chris- 
tians and the ideal standard she 
observed by Bible reading. Ap- 
proaching the personal worker who 
had won her to Christ, the new 
convert declared, “I want you to 
study history with me.” 

The startled Christian asked, 
‘Why?” 


titudes will never be convinced of 
the effectiveness of Christianity 
except as they see its gracious op- 
eration actually exhibited in the 
life, behavior, and character of the 
converts. 


“Put up, or shut up!” has long 
been an American axiom in the 
business world. Successful sales- 
men state, “I never tell a pros- 
pective customer anything that I 
can show him.” Our civilization has 
become accustomed to associating 
the value of commodities with the 
results they produce. This attitude 
has, however, burst the dikes of 
business affairs and inundated re- 
ligion as well. 


How CAN Christians 
silence the critics who complain 
about the glaring discrepancies be- 
tween Christian profession and 
practice? There is an effective way 
for us to answer honest objections. 
The gospel will never be rid of 
detractors short of eternity. But 


we must distinguish between die- 
hard enemies of the faith and 
those perplexed and puzzled people 
who are truly troubled by this 
problem. Jesus furnished a formu- 
la which will not fail to impress: 
“Let your light so shine before men, 
that they may see your good works, 
and glorify your Father which is 
in heaven” (Matthew 5:16): 

Too often unregenerate men see 
believers’ works which cannot be 
classified as “good.” A mission 
worker in San Francisco’s China- 
town years ago was hastening to- 
ward an engagement. As he hur- 
riedly crossed a street, he bumped 
into a Chinaman and almost knock- 
ed him down. The white man rush- 
ed on, without pausing to apo- 
logize. The Chinaman recognized 
him, however, as a mission worker, 
and raced to overtake him. Then 
he addressed the white man, “You 
Christian! Me heathen! Good-by.” 
And he turned away. 

Common Christian courtesy, like 
common sense, is not as common 
as it ought to be. Perhaps polite- 
ness would not be wrecognized as 
a good work distinctive to Chris- 
tianity. But certainly discourtesy 
unleashes reproach upon the gospel. 


A contributing factor to the con- 
tempt some critics manifest against 
Christianity is the habit of many 
churchmen to publish abroad the 
faults and failings of their col- 
leagues. Many of the misdeeds of 
believers would never have been 
noticed by the world if they had 
not been broadcast by other 
churchmen. Very rarely can the 
cause of Christ be advanced by 
tactics like a ruthless exposure. 
Paul did not counsel the Galatian 
church, “Tell the world about it,” 
when he advised them how to deal 
with erring brothers. He did not 
command, “Rehash his mischief,” 
but rather “restore” him: “If a 
man be overtaken in a fault, ye 
which are spiritual, restore such an 
one in the spirit of meekness; 
considering thyself, lest thou also 
be tempted” (Galatians 6:1). The 
world’s estimate of Jesus cannot 
be corrected by contentious ac- 
cusations propogated by His fol- 
lowers against one another. 

On the other hand, the exercise

Preach- 
ers, Sunday School teachers, and 
leaders in the world of religion are 
foolishly leading the gullible mass 
toward the depths of destruction 
with the cry, “Follow me; live as 
I do. Come to church on Sunday 
morning and Sunday night; then 
go out and have a good time; re- 
lax and let the rest of the world go 
by. You will make it through all 
right because God is a merciful 
God.” Listen, beloved, too many 
people are being deceived and lulled 
to sleep by such false words of wis- 
dom by the tools of Satan. Wake 
up and heed the words of the 
Master. Follow holiness: live a life 
consecrated to God. Let Him lead 
you in your every walk of life. You

Until that time, however, 
while I am watching, I must also 
be working. While I am waiting, 
I must be trying daily to win oth- 
ers into the fold. 


This business of outer space — 
rockets, missiles, satellites—has ob- 
sessed many church folk. You go 
into a church and the people are 
all standing around talking, not 
about the Lord or church activities, 
but about the latest happenings at 
Cape Canaveral, Florida. They 
know how long it will take a rock- 
et to circle the globe, how fast it 
will be going, the different stages 
of the rocket, and how the nose 
cone falls off and the satellite is 
pushed into orbit. Yet! in many 
cases, they are ignorant of the 
signs of time. 

You would be surprised how this 
question of outer space has gripped 
many Christians. It is the sub- 


stance of their conversation, the 
essence of their thoughts, and the 
delight of their doctrinal debates. 
One will say, “I believe the Lord 
will come before man reaches the 
moon; this is diving too deep into 
His hidden secrets.” Someone else 
will say, “I believe man will reach 
the moon and find habitation 
there; perhaps we will even have 
to evangelize the moon.” (I for one 
certainly hope this is not true; it 
is hard enough to get Christians 
to evangelize on earth, much less 
the moon and other planets.) From 
there the discussion goes into 
whether man will destroy himself 
and the world and go back into 
primitive existence, and so on down 
the line. 

Now I know there are passages 
in the Bible about signs in the 
heavens; but whether this applies 
to rockets or not, I just do not 
know. And about man’s reaching 
the moon, spaceships, inner-spacial 
travel, planets and the like, again 
I just do not know. Many profess 
to find these things in the Bible, 
but I cannot. 

I believe that we should be up- 
to-date on current events, but I 
do not believe that the question of 
outer space and activities abroad 
should constitute a threat to our 
happiness and peace in serving the 
Lord. “Do you actually think Chris- 
tians are letting these things af- 
fect them”? Yes! I do. Many Chris- 
tians have fear in their life; they 
are troubled about the outcome of 
tomorrow, nuclear warfare, etc. 
They are tormented with the per- 
plexities of modern day living; 
what is going to become of man, 
and what is going to happen to 
the world? In so doing, they are 
forfeiting their inner peace and 
joy in the Lord. 

Sure we are concerned about our 
fellow man; he needs to know 
Christ Jesus. But! if we are going 
to place ourselves in a position of 
weakness by not trusting God, how 
can we accomplish His desired will, 
in our lives. The Master wants us 
to work with all our might, pray, 
read our Bibles and be about His 
business. At the same time, he 
wants us to be happy, have inner 
peace and joy, because we are re- 
deemed and have hope through 
Him. 
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Inner Peace 


In the center of a hurricane, 
there is a calm spot; an airplane 
can fly in this section and deter- 
mine the speed of the hurricane. 
The terrific forces and damaging 
powers of the hurricane cannot 
harm the plane as long as it flies 
within the calm spot. While the 
world goes round and round in a 
wide, wild circle of ungodliness, 
lust and corruption; while men 
suffer from boredom, doubt, con- 
fusion and frustration; while men 
probe the regions beyond trying 
to shoot the moon and orbit arti- 
ficial planets; in the midst of all 
of this, there is a calm spot and a 
place of deliverance—in the arms 
and under the sheltering wings of 
the matchless Son of God, Christ 
Jesus. We can still have the sweet 
peace of Christ deep within our 
hearts, knowing that nothing can 
move or molest us in any way, be- 
cause we are children of the Lord. 

God has promised that He would 
take care of His own and provide 
them with the necessities of life. 
This promise has held true in ages 
of yesteryear and is still enforced 
in the Space Age. “The Lord is my 
rock, and my fortress, and my de- 
liverer; my God, my strength, in 
whom I will trust, ...” (Psalm 
18:2). Love casteth out fear; hope 
renews our strength; a vision 
makes our work more pleasant and 
productive. Yes! it is the will of 
God that we should be happy and 
abide peacefully. 


Inner peace is a gift of God, be- 
stowed only upon those who have 
been adopted into the royal family 
of the Master by accepting Jesus 
Christ. Oh! what a life of joyful 
bliss, freedom from worry, fear and 
the power of the evil one. 


Future Security 


Eternal security is ours by trust- 
ing in the Master and obeying His 
teachings. Whether interplanetary 
travel is achieved or not; regard- 
less of the outcome of man’s de- 
sire for power; whether or not the 
world is destroyed by human in- 
ventions, we still have the hope of 
heaven as an anchor of the soul. 
This hope is made possible because 
Christ has already entered into 


that within the veil as our inter- 
cessor and advocate. 

If we will hide the Word of God 
away in our hearts, be regular in 
communion with Christ, abstain 
from the very appearance of evil, 
we will rest with the triune God 
in that celestial city not made with 
hands. May we all affirm with 
conviction the statement of Paul: 
“|. . neither death; -nor life, nor 
angels, Nor principalities, nor pow- 
ers, nor things present, nor things 
to come, nor height, nor depth, nor 
any other creature, shall be able to 
separate us from the love of God, 
which is in Christ Jesus our Lord” 
(Romans 8:38, 39).

times we obey the animal-like pas- 
sion of flesh and are driven away 
from God’s will rather than allow 
His will to be done. We must go 
through our Gethsemane, take our 
“old man” to Calvary and there 
crucify self. When we have 
triumphed over flesh and our will, 
then we live unto Christ to love 
and fulfill His divine purpose. 

Prayer is the method by which 
we are emptied of self. When the 
last bitter drop of selfishness has 
been drained, then the fires of love 
leap and burn within our hearts 
and God’s will can be done. But 
for us to pray through in such 
measure is no easy task. The Lord 
prayed until His sweat became as 
blood. We must pray until we have 
been broken and burdened, until 
God has been moved and touched 
us, until in agony and anxiety we 
know we have prayed through. “As 
Zion travailed, she _ brought 
forth. . . .” (Isaiah 66:8). When 
our efforts are rooted in the deep 
emotion of love, when our words 
are born of passionate hearts and 
burdened souls, “sons and daugh- 
ters shall be born.” Prayer is that 
conflict of flesh against spirit, our 
will against divine will, our selfish- 
ness against acceptable sacrifice. 
We must wrestle in prayer for God’s 
will as did Jacob of old for a 
blessing. When our ears of faith 
have been opened to His perfect 
will and we are filled with a love 
for sinful man, we must go forth. 
Blessed is he that “goeth forth and 
weepeth [with passionate love]” 
(Psalm 126:6). 

Never before has divine love been 
so needed or a passion for souls 
been so necessary as in our time. 
Man cries out, “no one cares for 
my soul,” and then lifts the cup 
of sin unto his lips and drinks 
its deadly potion. 

The adversary is seeking whom 
he may devour and all his capable 
assistants have come from beneath 
to blind the souls of men. The 
human race staggers in its sinful 
intoxication and there is but one 
way to sober it of its careless con- 
dition.

of mutual forgiveness and love 
furnishes eloquent evidence of the 
effectiveness of gospel operation in 
the lives of believers. A convert 
who was criticizing another be- 
liever was corrected by an auditor 
who asked, “The person you com- 
plain against can’t be a Christian, 
can he?” 

“O, I suppose he is,” replied the 
critic. 

“Well, then,” questioned the oth- 
er, “if Jesus loves him in spite of 
those faults, why can’t you?” 

When the world is compelled to 
comment of believers, “Behold, how 
they love one another!” the un- 
regenerate are confronted with an 


unanswerable demonstration of the 
power of the gospel in action. 
Understanding and love among 
Christians are good works which 
will cause men to recognize God’s 
operation in believers’ lives. 

Jesus is judged by His followers. 
Obviously, the man who judges the 
Lord by feeble saints, cannot ar- 
rive at a correct estimate of Christ. 
However, the way to refute un- 
favorable judgments is not by tell- 
ing the critic, but by showing him 
that the gospel does work in the 
lives of devoted disciples. 

This problem is not of recent 
origin. It is as old as religion. Paul 
complained to certain religionists 
of his day, “The name of God is 
blasphemed among the gentiles be- 
cause of you.” But, on the other 
hand, Christ-like conduct causes 
men to glorify the God of heaven. 


The history books do not record 
any period when Christians com- 
menced to be so different from 
Christ. But the records of the 
present age could not ignore or 
overlook reference to the phenom- 
enon if most Christians were to 
bring their lights out from under 
the bushels and let the world see 
their good works. Someone com- 
mented, “The devil must be haunt- 
ed with terrifying fear that be- 
lievers will some day awaken and 
live up to their professions.” And 
God stands ever ready to impart 
power to feeble saints that they 
might wax strong in faith and good 
works. 

Few are the Christians whose 
lives have not at some time been 
used for a criterion of judging 
Jesus and the gospel. How is Je- 
sus judged in your life?

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Cuban Crisis and Bible Distribution 

JAGUEY GRANDE, Cuba—aAn increased program of 
Scripture distribution to reach Bibleless homes here in 
Cuba has been announced by the Cuban Home Bible 
pom og During the past two months, thousands of 
cop 


es of the Scriptures have been placed among 
members of the rebel army. A fertile field for the sow- 
ing of the Word has also been found among supporters 
of the Baptista regime who are now jailed and await- 
ing sentence. 

“A wide door, and an effective one, is open in the 
prison here, where there are more than 567 detained,” 
stated one missiona from Pinardel Rio Province. 
“We are praying and dealing with twenty-five who 
have already been condemned to death, and have ob- 
tained permission to be with them to the end. We dis- 
tributed a great number of New Testaments, but could 
have used at least 3,000. We found that the Roman 
Catholic Church has not visited any of these prisoners 
up to this time.” 

Said another missionary, from Matanzas Province: 
“In the distribution of the Scriptures we found a much 
better reception and interest than heretofore. Present 
circumstances are opening new doors of opportunity 
to Bible distribution.” 

Commenting on the Cuban situation, The World 
Home Bible League’s International Office at Chicago 
released the following statement, “Despite the civil 
war in Cuba, which was brought to final completion 
by the victory of the Castro forces, Scripture distribu- 
tion has gone on almost unabated. During the fiscal 
year that has just passed, at least 50,000 copies of the 
Scriptures have been widely placed by over 350 mis- 
sionaries and pastors who have given us enthusiastic 
co-operation in reaching the Bibleless homes of their 
native land. In the year that lies ahead we are ex- 
panding 7 effort to increase the tempo of this 
distribution. Our objective is the placement of a Bible 
or a Testament in every Cuban home where such 
Scriptures would be mo cage ae and read. 

“The future of Scripture distribution in Cuba ap- 
pears to be very bright. Although Fidel Castro is iden- 
tified as being a nominal Catholic, he has oftentimes 
expressed himself as being in sympathy with the 
philosophies of Jose Marti, the beloved ‘George Wash- 
ington of Cuba.’” 


Protestant Group Warns Public Against 
False K. of C. “Oath” 


The so-called “oath of the Knights of Columbus,” 
a subject of heated controversy for many years, is a 
hoax. So says the executive director of Protestants 
and Other Americans United (P.0.A.U.). Dr. Glenn 
Archer said his organization has done careful research 
in convinced that the so-called “oath” is a fab- 
rication. 

The widely-circulated ‘“oath”—couched in fantastic 
language—is supposed to bind Knights of Columbus 
to e war” on their opponents, to “spare neither 
sex nor condition,” and even “to use the poison cup.” 


Said Dr. Archer: “It seems strange that credence 
should be given to a manifest fabrication of this sort, 
yet the ‘oath’ is being more widely circulated than 
ever and is gaining acceptance in some quarters.” He 
said it is true that the “oath” was published in the 
Congressional Record back in 1913, but the reason for 

insertion there was to cite it as a sample of bigotry. 
He traced the document back to a political campaign 
in Pennsylvania in 1912 when the “oath” was circu- 
lated as a weapon to defeat a Catholic candidate. (EP) 


Colombia Claims Three More Martyrs 


BUCARAMANGA, Colombia (EP)—Fierce  anti- 
Protestant uprising has again claimed the lives of 
Christians in this strife-torn nation. This time an as- 
sistant pastor, a lay Indian preacher and a four-year- 
old boy were killed. 

Luis Ignacio Rovira, an assistant pastor in 
San Vincente, was killed by rifle fire as he sat with 
other Christians on the porch of a home in the dark- 
ness after a Gospel meeting. The volley of shots 
wounded two small children and an adult woman, and 
routed other members of the family who hid in nearby 
bushes until the terror passed. One of the children, a 
four-year-old boy, lost his foot after it was riddled by 
bullets and he died several days later. He and the 
wounded lady had been refused admittance at the San 
Vincente hospital because they were Protestants. 

Six days later, Floro Pacho, a Paez Indian Christian 
who served as a lay preacher, had worked all day for 
a neighbor and remained for the evening meal. As 
Pacho was answering the questions of other men about 
the Gospel, his host-employer picked up a heavy stick 
and with fury struck Floro across the head from be- 
hind. Other blows followed until the man lay dead on 
the floor. 

Authorities in the Department —— have been 
informed and a special investigation has been prom- 
ised. The outbreak was triggered by an incident one 
week earlier when Protestants were driven from a 
cemetery by an angry mob hurling the charge of 
“heretics” at the burial party. The crowd demon- 
strated outside the Mayor’s office in which the Protes- 


tants took refuge, and stole the body that was to be 
buried. 


Youth Leader Speaks on Dating Problems 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (EP)—A noted youth leader 
declared here that because teen-agers leave Christ out 
of their going steady romances, they are destined to 
arrive at marriage “sadly disillusioned and with all 
their fuses blown.” 

Said Dr. Robert A. Cook of Wheaton, Illinois, vice 
president of Scripture Press and former president of 
Youth for Christ International: 

“This going steady business is here to stay, but good. 
But if it continues at its present clip, it will develo 
a generation of disillusioned men and women who will 
wonder constantly whether they are getting out of 
life what they should.” 

Speaking at a youth crusade at First Evangelical 
Free Church here, Cook added: “‘Teen-agers can find 
utmost satisfaction only when Christ is invited in on 
a date. When He is along there is a wholesome three- 
some.” 


British Protestants Attack Queen Mother's 
Visit to Pope 

LONDON (EP)—Queen Mother Elizabeth’s plan to 
visit Pope John XXIII next month has grieved the 
Protestant Truth Society. The organization drafted 
a letter to the Queen stating that the visit “would 
be inconsistent with your position as mother of the 


Queen who had declared herself by oath to be a 
faithful Protestant.”.
